It does not appear likely that President 
Johns will receive any ‘Most-Popular- 
Man-of-the-Year Awards during 1969, 

Johns, whose administration is already 
a subject of controversy, received another 
double-'slast Monday. 

Monday morning, Bob Donaldson, 
chairman of the Academic Senate, asked 
for an all-faculty vote of confidence or 
no-confidence in Johns, That afternoon, 
the Student Senate also joined in the con- 
troversy, passing two _ resolutions 
concerning Johns, 

Donaldson's action was taken in re- 
sponse to a comment by Johns in a letter, 
made public in Saturday’s Sacramento 
Bee, to SSC’s Advisory Board members, 
In the lecter Johns informed the Academic

Senate that any investigation of his office 
would have to be done under a set of 
guidelines, After citing these require- 
ments under which he would be 
investigated, Johns commented on the 
senate which cailed for the investigation. 
He referred to iis membership saying, 
*‘most of (them) have represented a dis- 
sident point of view relative to all ad- 
ministration.’’ 

Interpreting the comment as a 
challenge, Donaldson repiied tothe charge 
by circulating a letter to senate members. 
In the letter he stated ‘‘Since the 
president. . .refers to the senators ex- 
pressing concern about his administration 
as a dissident group, I will recommend 
that the opinion of the general faculty 
be sought by posing the following question 
to a faculty vote: ‘Do you have con- 
fidence that the administration of 


President Johns is in the best interest of 
Sacramento State College.” * 

In the letter to the Advisory Board, 
fohns had further commented on the 
senate esolution, saying, “I do not 
have a vole in the ade mit Ye nate or 
was I present at the meeting to hear the 
4 or # 

s Donaldson replied that Jo 
joes inde have a vote inthe Academi« 
Senate, € also commented that Johns 
was not only absent from that meeting, 
but that he has not attended a meeting 
Since last fall, 

Monday afternoon, the Student Senate 


compounded the passing the 
two resolutions concerning Johns. 

The first supported the actions of the 
\cademic Senate in passing its original 
resolution calling for the investigation 
of Johns. 

The other resolution censured Johns 
for his ‘‘two recent attacks against 
Academic Vice-president Otto Butz.’’ The 
resolution referred to Johns’ rebuff of 
Butz at an ethnic studies meeting on 
March 28 and to one of Johns’ comments 
in his letter to the SSC ..dvisory Board, 
The latter comment referred to the fact 
that Butz, too, had voted for the 
investigation resolution. 

The resolution, passed unanimously by 
the student senate, concluded: **The 
Student senate of SSC strongly censures 
what appear scurrilous attempts by the 
president of this college to discredit Dr, 
Butz and calls for an immediate halt 
to such dishonorable and undignified ac- 
tivity ”

The proposal, which involves the al- 
location of regular student fee monies for 
next year, was made by Dick Reynolds, 
president of the Black Student Union at 

Reynolds presented his proposal to the 
reconstituted presidential crisis com- 
mittee that has now come under the wing 
of the academic senate and charged with 
studying proposals for educational reform. 
Doug Ross, former Hornet editor, is now 
chairman of the group, 

Funds to be transferred, according to 
the Reynolds proposal, affect such ac- 
tivities as athletics, cultural affairs, pub- 
lications, drama, fine arts, and the radio 
station KERS, 

The student budget, nearly a quarter 
million dollars, if matched by federal 
funds, could support well over a hundred 
students for a year who would otherwise 
be unable to attend school, 

Reynolds called for an endorsement 
from the committee of a vote of the student

budget would be affected if the proposal 
is approved. 

The thrust of the proposal, according 
to the BSU president, would be to shame 
the legislature and others in power, There 
was obvious support for the idea among 
the over fifty members of the audience. 
One student, a member of the Veteran’s 
Club on campus, pointed out that such 
& dematic gesture would be sure to 
win nation-wide attention, This publicity, 
the student continued, would spur similar 
action on other campuses. 

Only the BSU and the Veteran’s Club 
responded Friday to the committee’s call 
for a hearing. A member of the Veteran’s 
Club, Dan Wright, urged that machinery 
for student grievances be pushed to quick 
completion, 

The faculty-student committee wiil 
meet Apri! 22 to consider both proposals. 
Doug Ross, chairman, also announced 
plans for reconvening departmental con- 
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vocations this spring ‘‘and consider what 
action has actually taken place in each 
of the departments following the winter 
shake-up.’’

I would like to reply to Mr. 
Bob Johnson’s commentary in the 
HORNET of March 26, 1969. 

In his commentary, Mr. Johnson 
stated that YAF is ‘‘no more 
tolerant of divergent ideas and free 
discussion than are the Students for 
a Democratic Society.’’ He 
referred specifically to a ‘‘recent 
disruption, by YAF members, of 
a SDS rally on a nearby campus.’’ 

The rally Mr, Johnson is 
referring to was at Stanford on 
January 29. The members of Young

Republicans who attended that rally 
did not disrupt it. They did not 
interrupt or stop the SDS speakers 
from talking, as SDS usually does 
to YAF speakers, When the rally 
leaders announced their plans to 
lead the crowd to a University 
administration building, to occupy 
it and close it down, the YAF, 
YR, and other students rushed 
ahead of the crowd and set up a 
line around the building They 
allowed normal business to con- 
tinue and representatives of the 
SDS mob to enter and present their 
grievances. 

YAF is not leading any drives 
to have SDS, BSU, TWLF, or any 
other organization § kicked off 
campus, as long as they behave

academic freedom and free speach 
by not joining forces with those who 
would fire radical instructors, 
such as Herbert Marcuse, but by 
insisting that there be a balance 
on the faculty so that all viewpoints 
can be represented.

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Law schools initiate program to 


increase minority representation 


Eight Northern California law 
schools have combined to recruit 
students from ethnic minorities. 
The program, under the auspices 
of the Northern California Council 
on Legal Education Opportunity 
(CLEO), is a planned six-week 
summer institute for 40 selected 
students. The institute is designed 
by the schools to introduce them 
to legal education. 

The institute will be held in 
San Francisco from June 16 to 
July 25, at a site to be announced 
later, Deadline for applications 


is May 1, 1969. They may be 
made to CLEO, 2130 Fulton Street, 
San Francisco, California 94117. 

The sponsoring institutions are 
San Francisco’s Hastings College 
of the Law, Golden Gate College 
of Law, McGeorge School of Law 
in Sacramento, the law school of 
the University of California at 
Berkeley, UC Davis, Stanford Uni- 
versity, Santa Clara University, 
and USF, 

Screening of the 40 who will 
attend the institute will be accom- 
plished by faculty and student 


representatives from each of the 


participating law schools. The 
schools will also provide in- 
structors, 


Each student attending the sum- 
mer institute will receive a stipend 
of $300 in lieu of summer earn- 
ings. Books and other educational 
materials will be furnished. 

Finances for the CLEO summer 
institute are provided through the 
national Council on Legal Edu- 
cation Opportunity. Additional 
contributions are being made by 
each of the law schools involved. 


Yale ROTC has uncertain future 


New Haven, Conn, — (I.P.) The 
Yale College facuity recently voted 
to remove academic credit from 
the Army and Navy Reserve Of- 
ficers Training Corps program 
and proposed that ROTC be given 
the status of extra-curricular 
activities. 

The two ROTC commanding 
officers at Yale, Colonel Richard 
R. Irving, of the Army unit, and 
Captain Williams E. Simmons, of 
the Navy, have expressed concern 


about the future of ROTC pro- 
grams here without academic 
credit. Both have predicted a 


decrease in ROTC enrollment pos- 
sibly to a point where the Depart- 
ment of Defense would not consider 
it worthwhile to continue units at 
Yale. 

Another issue is whether ROTC 
can continue legally without aca- 
demic credits. Federal regulations 
call for ‘‘appropriate academic 
credit” from the colleges and 
universities where ROTC units are 
based. 

Many feel, however, that acom- 
promise can be worked out. 
Regular college courses with aca-

demic credit, such as in engineer- 
ing, history, and political science, 
might be acceptable as ROT( 
courses.
